Some ten years ago Alma White, accompanied by her son 


and another person or two, came to Clearfield in an automo- 
bhe and after a lengthy harangue on the Court House cqrner 
in which she severely "panned" about all other denominations 
anounced that she was the fountain-head or chief prophcteu 
of the proper and much to be desired religious life. She 'an- 
nounced that her "Pillar of Fire" was "hot stuff" and that *he 
Droposed to waken the people of this section up to that fact. 


After due and proper lambasting of present day beliefs 


nd churches Mrs. White cranked up her car and the cavalcade 
moved off down Second street. 


They continued on down through . Clearfield 
county to 


Cooper township, where encouragement enough was received 
from the people who came out to hear the female apostle shout 
her wares to warrant the high priestess of the new revelation 
in stopping long enough to get her hooks in by starting a 
church. 


The sturdy yeomanry of old Cooper fell for Alma's re- 


vealed formula or for as much of it as she cared to reveal and • 
jretty soon a church was established and the new cult has 
since flourished to such an extent that a church building was 
arected near Grassflat, while a building for worship has also 
'jeen secured at Winburne and the 
Stony Lonesome 
school 


aouse utilized for a meeting place in that section of the town- 
~hip. 


The Pillar of Fire maintains a large school at Zarephath 


lear Bound Brook, and it is there the missionaries, tract ped- 
llers and (as has been charged) the "coin getters" ar,e trained 
and catechised before being se.it cut into the world to do the 
people they meet good. 


The Cooper country contributed a number of young people 


p the gospel mill at Zarephath and, according to our informa- 
ion, the families of those who went there were far from pleas- 
id with results. In fact some of those who had the experience 
claim that once Mrs. White gets a young person into the school 
it is almost impossible to get them out or away from the Pillar 
of Fire influences. 


A former member of the new creed detailed to The Prog- 


ress his experiences along this line, and they largely fit the 
complaint filed by the Rev. Goode in his Denver suit. Our in- 
formant says it has been his experience that the influences at 
Zarephath are such as to alienate the affections of the embryo 
-nissioner from home and friends and all family ties, citing hia 
experience in support of this belief. 
He says that several 


years ago his daughter entered the school and after she had 
been there for some time, and all efforts to get her to come 
home had failed, her mother was taken seriously ill and the 
young lady was apprised of th;it fact and asked over the tele- 
phone to come home. 
During the conversation over the phone 


with her father, when importuned to come back, the young 
woman told her parent she was doing God's work, burst into 
tears and hung up the receiver. 
The authorities at the insti- 


tution were then appealed to to send the girl home, that she 
was needed, but refused to do -o saying "they never sent any 
affiliate and land at Zarephath. 


The father then consulted a Philipsburg attorney and la- 


ter came to Clearfield and employed another attorney in an ef- 
fort to get his daughter out of the institution. 
He was then 


forced to go to New Jersey and with the assistance of a Jersey 
attorney and the Chief of Police of Bound Brook mapped out 
a plan of campaign to get his daughter away. 
It was found 


then that part of God's work the young lady had been engaged 
in was selling tracts or Pillar of Fire literature in New York 
City and turning the funds in to the common treasury, which 
is the receptacle for all the worldly possessions of those who 
affiliate and land at Zeraphath.
